CAPTAIN McLAUGLIN DEAD. 


Brief Sketch of an Eventful and 


Busy Life. 


Captain Daniel McLaughlin's death in 


New Brunswick, as announced in an- 
other column, removes Irom Freeno 
county a man whoae place will be hard 
to fill, lie spout the laat two or three 
years in the East with theexceptiou ofa 
few months laat summer in Fresno. His 
health was good when he left here and 
hie death was not looked for. 


He was born in Nova Scotia In 1823. 


Ho followed the sea the greater part of 
hip life. He voyaged three times round 
the world; passed Cape Horn forty- 
three times, and visited nearly every 
port of importance in the world. 


Captain McLaughlin was first mar- 


ried to Mies Hannah Corbett at Kust- 
port Maine, 1848, and they had two sons 
and two daughters. She died in 1807, 
and in 1808 he married Miea Maggie 
Benson. 
He was a man ol unusual energy in 


business pursuits aud was lalrly success- 
ful in all his undertakings. He followed 
tho sea forty-six yearg, af d for thirty- 
four years wtia master of the vessels he

Tho other view ia equally fallible as 
a rule. If

Making money beyond the ordinary 
capacity to earn money is a gift. Every 
man cannot make money more than 
every man can become a great orator, a 
great poet or a great painter. Industry 
is an aid, bat a minor one; BO ie econ- 
omy.
